Claim Objections 

Claims 48-61 ,63-78 are objected to because of the following informalities: In 
claim 48, line 10, "said optical modules" lacks antecedent basis. In claims 49,50, "said 
signals corresponding... " lacks antecedent basis. In claim 57, it is unclear as to what 
further limitation has been set forth in view of the amendment to claim 48. In claim 63, it 
is unclear as to what structure is defined by an input location and a detection location. 
Appropriate correction is required. 



Double Patenting 

The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 
F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 
USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 
1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970);and, In re Thorington, 
418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969).

Claims 48-86 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness- 
type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-49 of U.S. Patent No. 

Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably 
distinct from each other because they involve an obvious broadening of the patented 
claims. Furthermore, the specific location of the imaging/functional neuroimaging would 
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have been obvious to one skilled in the art based upon known tissues that can be 
stimulated to produce a response. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 5/23/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. The specific location of the imaging/functional neuroimaging would have 
been obvious to one skilled in the art based upon known tissues that can be stimulated 
to produce a response.
